• There will be 20,000,000 home accidents in Australia 
this year, according to statistics obtained from the wheat- 
belt town of Corri gin, Western Australia.

ON the basis of the Cor- 
rigin figures (and

• -StTious accidents are more 
than twice as high in the 5 to 
9 group as at any other age. 

The committee was sur-

"It all started in such a 
small way with our Mothers' 
Discussion Group seeking 
more educational material 
for out discussions, and 
approaching the Health 
Council for a topic," said 
Mrs. Neil Jose, attractive 
mother of two baby girls and 
chairman of the Project. 

"I wrote un behalf of the 
group, saying we should like 
a suggestion for a topic deal- 
ing with child-rraring. This 
is the nne we got. 

"We realised it was going 
to be too big for our small 
£froup, so decided to call, a 
public meeting," Mrs. Jose 
said. The chairman of the 
public meeting was Donor A. 
F. Janes, the Corrigin medi- 
cal officer of health. 

"Some of the group leaders 
were farmers, seeding night 
and day, so it was June, 1957, 
before the Project was under 
way. It is quite awe-inspiring 
to find how it has grown."

Theatre on April 17, is one of the world's finest 
ballet companies, although it has precious little 
money, no outside subsidy, and has been built 
op piecemeal like a poor man's stew.

THEY claim chat large 
chunks of its 40,000 
word*— the size nf a short 
novel— and its 6000 words 
of amendments are almost 
unintelligible. 

They also (far that many 
uf Its curiously worded clauses 
are open to challenge. 

Meal agree, however, that 
through this tangle it is pos- 
sible to see a little flight, 
and to reach some reasonably 
accurate conclusions. 
Broadly, they believe: 

• That, although the Act 
helps some landlords, it does 
not help the niajoriry, and is 
pjnrntlly weighted on the side 
of the tenant. 

• That it will end the key- 
money racket — but it could 
slart another racket, this time 
between landlord*. 

• That it may freeze the 
movement of people who in 
the past have exchanged ten- 
ancies. 

• That it will not encourage 
building for letting because 
cost of building is jo high. 

• That one main effect of the 
legislation will be fewer 
bouses and flats fur sale, and 
more for rental, anil that this 
should reduce the present 
pressure on credit for home 
buying and home building. 

• That "some thousand]" of 
empty houses, which owners 
would not let because of 
pegged rentals, and because 
of the impossibility of getting 



tenants out once they got in, 
will now be rented. 

"Some thousands" is itir 
evitably vague because nobody 
knows how many houses are 
empty. 

The 1954 Census, for ex- 
ample, found there were 
42,831 unoccupied buildings 
in New South Wales— 1 4.222 
in Sydney. 

But these figures are un- 
real because the official inter- 
pret:! Lion of *' unoccupied" 
included weekend and holiday 
home* and flats, dwellings 
temporarily unoccupied at the 
time of the census, and even 
new homes awaiting occupa- 
tion. 

So that if you were at the 
pictures or visiting friends, 
or on holidays on the day 
of the census, your home was 
officially "unoccupied." 

The figure, 42,000 homes, 
therefore gives only a vague 
idea of how many genuinely 
empty homes there were in 
N.S.W. in 1954 — and 1954, 
anyway, is four years ago. 

The main point of the new 
Act is that it decontrols houses 
and flats as they become 
vacant, and dwellings not let 
between December 1, 1957, 
and the enactment of the Bill. 

But it also provides safe- 
guards which give wide pro- 
tection to tenants. 

Take the position of the 
landlord first: 

• The new legislation will 
greatly help landlords with 
decontrolled properly. They 



will br able to get consider- 
ably higher rents, and will be 
encouraged lo rent rather- 
than sell 

They will be able to charge 
any rental they can get, par- 
ticularly if the demand amung 
home-desperate people con- 
tinues to be greater than the 
supply. 

• But the legislation will not 
help the majority of land- 
lords those whose properties 
will still be controlled — be- 
cause they will not be able to 
charge higher rents, and will

be cheeked by law if they 
attempt to push tenants out 
bv dubious means. 
■ Landlords also will get no 
help against the "real exploi- 
ters" in the housing field, 
those "temporary landlords" 
who rent a house for £5 or 
£10, and then let a tioicn 
rooms at between £5 and £10 
each. 

• The owner of a rented 
house or fiai who wants that 
accommodation himself will 
be at a greater disadvantage 
than before. 

'litis is because, to get pos- 
session of his own property, 
he has to provide alternative 
accommodation which comes 
under rent control. 

According to Mr. V. Col- 
lins, Real Estate Institute 



Secretary, this could produce 
a nrw kind nf key-money rac- 
ket between landlords. 

"Landlord A, m get posses- 
sion of his own house, has to 
provide alternative accom- 
modation for his tenant. He 
knows that Landlord It has a 
decontrolled house, and asks 
him to take his tenant. 

"Landlord B says: 'If I let 
my house to my own tenant 
the house remains uncon- 
trolled. If 1 let it to your 
tenant the house comes under 
control. It's worth £1000 to 
me to lake your tenant. 

"If Landlord A desperately 
needs his house be may pay 
up tm get possession, and a 
new rack rl is established." 

Now, what about the ten- 
ant? 

• The chief point of the legis- 
lation is that the tenant of a 
controlled house or flat will be 
lully protected — bettor pro- 
tected, the experts say, than 
he was before. 

His rent can't be increased 
except by normal Fair Rent 
Court application. He is pro- 
tected at law against any un- 
fair or improper action by the 
landlord to get him out, and 
if he dies his widow is com- 
pletely protected in her ten- 
ancy. 

• The tenant of a controlled 
house must be found alterna- 
tive accommodation before 
the owner can gel him out, 
and that accommodation auto- 
matically becomes controlled.

All this is done for enter- 
tainment, hut the speech 
lesion remains for those quirk 
enough lo take advantage of 
it. rvrc fur Australians who 
haven't yet seen the play, 
which is scheduled to open in 
Melbourne in October. 

"Frunklu ugly" 

Mr. Richard Thew, leading 
Sydney voice production and 
singing teacher, said: 

"The speech of many Aus- 
tralians is frankly ugly. 

"Many don 1 ! lift their pal- 
ates or move their lips, and 
the sound thai emerges is Hal 
and nasaL That hard, ftal 
■ad, 1 ngh!" 

Although not distorting 
"ai's" into "i's," as Cockneys 
do, many Australians, accord- 
ing to Mr. Thew, would say 
Eliza's line just as unpleas- 
antly, like this: 

"The raaine in Spasine 
stanva maanelv in the plaaine." 

At a people, Mr. Thew 
said. Australians sang better 
than they talked. 

This is because in singing 
there is greater freedom in 
breadiing; more elasticity in 
the body. One note is attached 
to the next and the melody 
carries the flow of tone for- 
ward. In speaking, breathing 
is often shallow and the throat 
muscles tense; the words stac- 
cato and unconnected. 

To test this: Listen to your- 
self sing a line of am- song, 
then say the words. Try to 



transfer the resonance and 
buoyancy of the sung words 
lo the spoken ones. If you 
can't sing, chant- The lift 
and rhythm will do the rest. 

At right Mr, Thew illus- 
trates how song can help to 
correct speech, using the music 
of the Line Eliza found so hard. 

He said: "Laziness is the 
great Australian speech tin. 

"We must Icaru to use uui 
lips and lift our palates — in 
other words, with the throat in 
the position of a yawn." 

la "My Fair Lady," Pre- 
lessor tlwpjin yljjggM he east 
sell the part of Britain from 
which the speaker comes. 

Mr. Thew said: "My ear 
isn't keen enough to pick 
differences in the speech of 
people in the Australian 
Stales, but I do notice that 
Queenslanders and Western 
Australians speak more slowly. 

"Victorians, perhaps, speak 
better than the people 0 i other 
Stales, although Tasmanian 
children are reaching a higher 
standard every year." 

Mr. Thew gives credit for 
this to Tasmania's area 
schools, where speech and 
drama are stressed more than 
in mainland schools. 

When asked which State's 
speech wast the worst, Mr. 
Thew said apologetically : 
"New South Wales is acquir- 
ing an American flavor, and 
unfortunately ice seem to emu- 
late the worst in the speech 
of Americans,"

Slip-covers made to order by a pro- 
fessional are expensive. The amateur 
needlewoman of average ability can save 
this expense by making them at home. 

This is not as difficult a job as it may 
appear, especially if the needlewoman begins 
by making slip-covers (or chairs. 



THE amateur should be- 
gin with a chair of the 
straiphter type, like the 
fireside chair shown on this 
page. It was covered to 
look like new al a demon- 
stration during the Gaa 
and Fuel CorporaLioii'g 
recent "Women's Own 
Week" in Melbourne. 

The demonstrator, Mrs. L. 
1. Bignell, n( Murdiallor, Vic- 
toria, used 3iyds_ of 3lin_ ma- 
terial and twine piping cord. 
The necessary equipment is a 
sewing-machine, sharp pair of 
scissor*, pins, ruler, and thread. 

This is the method: Cot a 
length of the material suffici- 
ent to cover the chair-back 
(both back and front), aldi vy- 
ing | in. top and bottom For 
seams. Pin material into place 
on chair. 

Drape remainder of mater- 
ial over front of chair and 
tuck it in about an inch where 
scat and back meet. Pin seat 
piece, allowing iin_ for scam, 
to back piece Take in a tuck 
at front edge to allow for let- 
ting in piping rord. 

Level off lower edge! of seat 
piece, using ruler to measure 
II from floor. Col off surplus, 
and reserve it for piping, side 
pieces, and for a frill or pleat 
if desired. 

Slit front-edge luck along 
centre between pins, to allow 
for insertion of piping cord 
later. 



Tu make the material ill 
smoothly round arm supports, 
make diagonal ruts [rum each 
front and side of the seal piece 
up to the arm support. Make, 
anal] nicks in towards centre 
of chair, at right angles to 
slashes. 

To hi material round arm, 
cut straight in from selvedge 
to inside of arm, allowing for 
scams. Nick as for arm sup- 
port. 

Trim back pieces tn follow 
line hi' chair-back, allowing 
for seams. 

Fit a piece of material over 
each side of seal, allowing for 
seams. Level these pieces (coin 
floor. Pin side pieces to seat 
piece; trim to fit- 

Make piping from [ruii- 
wide strips of material cul on 
cross and machined round line 
piping curd. 

Slip panned cover off chair, 
turn to wrong side, and 
machine together, with piping 
along each seam. Do not use 
cord in piping sewn round 
coram of chair arms. 

Leave piped openings dawn 
the side under the arms and 
at either side of the seal Front. 
Sew in zips or press-studs. 

Note: Before starting to cat 
out chair coverings, make mre 
the largest motif in pattern is 
placed in centre of chair-back 
(back and front) and in centre 
of seat. Where possible, avoid 
cutting through a large motif 
in pattern.
